Sagging of Gates.

Ina recent number of the Rurgl, a
correspondent, writing on this subject,
recomwends n method of preventing gates
from suguing in cases where they are
hung to trees or buildings. I'he support
deseribed seews to me to be entirely use-
less, A gate constructed as it should be,
will never sag iff hung to a tree or build-
ing. The common difficulty comes from
sugging of the post.  The constunt true-
tion in one direction tends strongly to
move the post from a perpendiculir posi-
tion. It is next to impossible to set u post
go firmly that it will not move some.

In the case of bourd fonces there is sel-
dom wuch difliculty experienced frow
gettling of posts to which gutes are hung,
beeduse the pulling of the gates is dis-
tributod to, und vesisted by, many posts,
as they wre firmly counected by the
bonrds.

Great firmness may be secured by
menns of @ narrow plullk of juist. one
end spike to the top of the gate post, the
other to the bottum of the first or second
')‘;'ur" [l:!-‘ui.

If there is no fence post, as in the case
of w ruil fence, 1 set fiemly a short post ut
the proper plice, (a foot above ground is
sufficicut,) und gpike my stay plank to
that. A eommon fence board will an-
pwer in place of the plank, it a sound
one, or two muy bo used, oue on ench
gide of the posts.  This is cheap, quickly
done, and effectaal, It it will not be in
the wiy, a stay may be run out the other

The Batter-Plant.

The high price which butter has at-
tained within the last few years, and
which gives no indieations of u decline,
will eventually lend to one of' two results,
either Americans will learn, like their Bu-
ropenn neighbors, to abstain from the ex-
travagant use of butier in which they
now uhnost universally indulge, or a par-
tinl substitute will be found for butter.—
What is waunted is 0 good vegetable oil,
of n delicate nature, which will do for
cooking-purposes, so that the use of but.
ter way be restricted to the table, There
is said to be a plant in Japan which is
the exact thing needed. The natives call
it the butter-plant and use it precisely as
they would butter. It has no strong
odor or taste, hut & very delieate flavor.—

If a clean, pure, delicate
vegetable oil could be cheaply procured
to tuke the place of butter in the kitchen,
while still* leaving that article for table
use, u great saving and an inestimuble
benefit would be conferred.
